THE HAYTIEN TREATY WITH FRANCE. 

In L’Estafette we find the terms upon which the dif- 
ficulties between France and Hayti were settled. The 
King of the French, for himself, his heirs and succes. 
sors, recognise the republic of Hayti as a free, sover- 
eign and independent state. The consuls, citizens, ves- 
sels, merchandize and products of each of the two coun- 
tries, are to enjoy in the other the same privileges as 
are or shall be accorded to the most favored nation, and 
a definitive treaty to regulate commerce and navigation 
between the two countries is to be ratified as soon as 
possible; and the present one is to be ratified at Paris 
in three months, or sooner if practicable. Another 
treaty, made at the same time, between the French en- 
voy and the Haytien government, stipulates that the in- 
demnity agreed upon in 1825 shall remain fixed at six- 
ty million of francs, and to be paid as follows: one mil- 
lion, five hundred thousand francs annually for the first 
five years; one million six hundred thousand for the 
next five; one million seven hundred thousand for the 
next; one million eight hundred thousand for the next ;
